CHAPTER V 


The Way to Forgiveness Gnd Cleansing 


When a Christian falls into sin, 
for him it may seem to be the end 
of the world. Peter had thrice 
denied the Saviour; when the cock 
crowed that sad morning Jesus 


‘was condemned to death, Peter 
‘went out and wept bitterly. He 


pave up all thought of the minis- 
try and went back to the fishing 
business. I can well understand 
the despair that settled over Pet- 
er’s spirit. Fellowship with God 
was broken, the joy all gone. He 
had no assurance that God would 
ever use him again, that God 
would ever hear him pray, that he 
had even the right to call himself 
a Christian. I think Peter’s mind 
was in a turmoil of hate for him- 
self and his sin, and despair over 
ever regaining the joyful fellow- 


ship and usefulness which had 


been his. I am not surprised at his 


tears. I do not wonder that the 


Lord Jesus had to solemnly chal- 
lenge him three times to prove 
his love by coming back to feed 
God’s sheep, and win the lost 
souls so dear to God. 


I suppose that Peter could not 
believe that he could, in a mo- 
ment, have complete forgiveness 
and cleansing, have restored all 
the fellowship with the Saviour. 
I have -known Christians, after 


_.they had sinned, to fall into the 


blackest despair. Some men have 
maimed themselves in self-inflict- 
ed punishment of the member that 
was used in sin. Some have com- 
mitted suicide. Countless thou- 
sands of Christians have been in 
the “Slough of Despond,” so well 
described by John Bunyan in Pil- 
grim’s Progress. Feeling so guilty 
so far removed from God’s pres- 
ence, they have imagined they 
have committed the unpardonable 
sin and that they are cast away 
‘forever from God’s face! 


Oh, poor, guilty, sinning child 
of God, I have good news for you! 
It is true that sin is wicked and 
hateful. Sin is murderous, is tra- 


gedy unspeakable. No one can) 


ever put into words the danger, 
the harm, the wickedness of the 
step when a child of God falls into 
sin. But thanks be to God, the 
Saviour has made a way of im- 
mediate forgiveness and cleansing 
and peace! As a poor sinner who 
has found mercy from God, let me 
tell you about the way to imme- 
diate forgiveness and cleansing, 
the way to complete restoration 
of fellowship with God. 


1. Confession, God’s Simple 
Condition of Forgiveness 
and Cleansing 

In I John 1:9 there is a precious 
verse which has led millions of 
Christians to joy after sorrow, to 
glorious morning after a dark 


night of broken féllowship,;- to 


Singing after sinning had brought 
shame. Read that Scripture with 
me: “If we confess our sins, he is 
faithful and just to forgive us our 


Sins, and to cleanse us from all 
unrighteousness.”’ 

There it is. Any Christian who 
honestly confesses his sin to God 
has ait instantly forgiven § and 
cleansed away! 

The same _ thing 
Proverbs 28:13: 


is taught in 
“He that cover- 


eth his sins shall not prosper: but | # 


whoso confesseth dnd forsaketh 
them shall have mercy.” 


Confession, that is, honest con-| & 


fession which includes the forsak- 
ing of sin,’ brings mercy imme- 
diately! Praise the Lord! 


In another important passage of 


Scripture Paul tells the. Cgrinth- 
ian Christians, 


you, and many sleep.” That is, 
sickness and death had come be- 
cause of their sins. In I Corinth- 
ians 11:31 we are told, “For if we 
would judge ourselves, we should 
not be judged.” That is, if you 
honestly take sides against your 
sin, admit your sin to God, plead 
guilty of it, condemn it, lament it, 
then God does not have to judge 
you. “If we would judge ourselves, 
we should not be judged.”

Jesus said, “J am the 
way, the truth, and the life: no man cometh unto the Father, 


There is only one true message 
from Heaven which tells of the 
only genuine method of salvation. 
If there were two ways to be 
saved, the sons of men would be 
in a perpetual quandry as to which 
one they should choose, and a lov- 
ing God would never perpetrate 
such confusion upon the children 
of His creation. However, there 
are many substitutes offered in 
place of salvation, and many saw- 
dust saviours that Satan has prof- 
fered the peoples of earth. 

In the first chapter of his Epis- 
tle to the Galatians, the great 
apostle said: 

“f marvel that ye are so soon 
removed from him that called you

into the grace of Christ unto ane 
other gospel: Which is not anoth- 
er; but there be some that trouble 
you, and would pervert the gospel 
of Christ. But-though we, or an 
angel from heaven, preach any 
other gospel unto you than that 
which we have preached unto yous, 
let him be accursed. As we said be- 
fore so say I now again, If any 
man preach any other gospel unto 
you than that ye have received, 
let him be accursed.’—Vss. 6-9. 

You can almost see Paul’s eyes 
flash with righteous indignation as 
he denounces the carnal ceremone 
jialists who would corrupt the 
message of God’s grace and bes 
cloud the minds of men. 

In the fifteenth chapter of First 
Corinthians, Paul’ fives an“ excei-« 
lent. definition of the Gospel: 

“IT declare unto you the gospel 
... how that Christ died for our 
sins according to the scriptures; 
And that he was buried, and that 
he rose again the third day ace

sin is covered. Blessed is the man unto whom the Lord im- 
puteth not iniquity, and in whose spirit there is no guile.” 


Psalm 32:1, 2. 


Those who read the Bible with 
any degree of care, notice that 
when the apostle Paul quotes from 
the thirty-second Psalm in the 
fourth chapter of Romans, show- 
ing the great doctrine of justi- 
fication by faith, it is in perfect 
accord with the revelation given in 
the Old Testament. He cites Abra- 
ham’s case first, a man of whom 
it was written, “He believed God, 
and it was counted to him for 
righteousness,” and then = says, 
“Even as David also describeth 
the blessedness of the man, un- 
to whom God imputeth right- 
eousness without works, saying, 
Blessed are they whose iniquities 
are forgiven, and whose sins are 
covered.” So then, the _ thirty- 
second Psalm may well be called, 
as Luther said, a Pauline Psalm. 


It is in exact accord with the} 


truth set forth in the Epistle to 
the Romans. 

This Psalm is a wonderful re- 
cord of redeeming grace, and is 
David’s own experience. He is tell- 
ing how he has been brought in- 
to the knowledge of the blessed- 
ness of trangression forgiven and 
sin. covered. 

You will notice that in the first 
two. verses we have four distinct 
expressions relating to the bles- 
sed man who is right with God. 

Blessed is he:

granted that you mean to support 
the Co-operative Program entire, 
without special designations and 
without withholding from them. 
If you should withhold money 
from one institution, that would 
be, of course, criticizing that in- 
stitution and failing to support 
that institution. So obviously you 
mean blanket support to Southern 
Baptist causes. 

But you are an educated man, 
widely-read, and you know some 
of the things that are going on in 
Southérn Baptist institutions. You 
know, doubtless, that Southern 
Baptist Seminary at Louisville has 
a lot of Neo-orthodox modernism 
in it. You doubtless know that 
they have had, by invitation, Dr. 
Buttrick, the famous Presbyter- 
ian Modernist who is the editor of 
the Interpreter’s Bible, that out- 
rageously modernistic commentary 
published by Methodists; 
doubtless know that they had Dr. 
Emil Brunner, and they recently 
boasted in the secular press of 
having had him speak in chapel 
there. Doubtless you know thai 
they had Dr. Nels F. S. Ferre 
for the Gay Lectures in 1947, and 
to this day the president openly 
defends having him. You doubtless 
know that they had Dr. McCrack- 
en of Fosdick’s Riverside Church 
in New York; in March of this 
year. You doubtless know of the 
Southern Baptist Seminary’s use

of Goodspeed’s Introduction to the | 


New Testament and of some of 
Ferre’s books, as required reading, 
as textbooks, etc., and that these 
books deny every fundamental of 
the Christian.faith. Now you say 
that Southern Baptist preachers 
should “support and never criti- 
cize’’ Southern Baptist Seminary. 

However, 
are other standards higher than 
your standards. They are the rules 
divinely given in the Word of God. 
For example, the Holy Ghost, by 
the Apostle Paul, - said, 
though we, or an ange! from heav- 
en, preach any other gospel unto 
you than that which we have 
preached unto you, let him be 
accursed. As we said before, so 
say I now again, If any man 
preach any other gospel unto you 
than that ve have received, let 
him be accursed” (Gal. 1:8, 9). 

Though an angel from heaven 
or even a denominational leader 
bring any other Gospel than the 
Gospel .of Jesus Christ, salvation 
by the blood, His virgin birth, 
bodily. resurrection, and the blood 
atonement, that man is to be ac- 
cursed. You say that he is to be 
supported and not criticized if 
he comes to the Southern Baptist 
Seminary. You say that the people 
who bring him there should be 
supported and not criticized. I say 
that if God says he is accursed, 
then we should regard him as ac- 
cursed. We should not put our 
money behind him nor our en- 
dorsement upon him, and we sin 
if we support him. 


Again, in II John 7 to 11 we 
have clear instructions that cover 
the case of Buttrick, Ferre, Brun- 
ner, and their friends. There the 
Holy Scripture says, “For many 
deceivers are entered into the 
world, who confess not that Jesus 
Christ is come in the flesh, This 
is a deceiver and an antichrist. 
Look to yourselves, that we lose 
not those things which we have 
wrought, but that we receive a 
full reward. Whosoever trans- 
gresseth, and abideth not in the 
doctrine of Christ, hath not God. 
He that abideth in the doctrine of 
Christ, he hath both the Father 
and the Son. If there come any 
unto you, and bring not this doc- 
trine, receive him not into your 
house, neither bid him God speed: 


For he. that biddeth him God 
speed is partaker of his evil 
deeds.”

i Jesus Christ and the Bible. 


Ferre. He does not confess that 
the Christ foretold in the Old 
Testament is now come in the 
flesh. Therefore he is a deceiver 
and an antichrist. And we are told 
that one who does not abide in 
this doctrine of Christ-hath not 
God, that he is not saved. Ferre 
does not abide in the Bible doc- 
trine of who Christ is, how He 
came, the atonement by his death, 
his virgin birth and bodily resur- 
rection and other essential doc- 
trines of Christ. Therefore. Ferre 
is not a Christian. 

Then. the Scripture plainly com- 
mands that “If there come any 
unto you, and bring not this doc- 
trine, receive him not into your 
house, neither bid him God speed: 
For he that biddeth him God 
speed is partaker of his evil 
deeds.” If the Seminary belongs to 
you and to other Southern Bap- 
tists, then you sin by approving 
Ferre’s coming to it and McCrack- 
en’s coming to it, and Buttrick’s 
coming to it. You have violated 
the plain instructions of God by 
putting your approval on their 
coming and by going on support- 
ing sin. You have bidden Ferre, 
3uttrick, MeCracken, and. their 
kind God speed, and have become 
partaker of their evil deeds. You 
hope to stand high, I suppose, with 
denominational leaders. You do 
not stand hifh with God on this 
matter. You have won a-° good| 
many souls and your ministry is 
dear to me, but God is displeased 
with this kind of idolatry and hy- 
pocrisy and I beg you to re- 
nounce it and forsake it. 

Do .you say that no Christian 
has a right to criticize the dances 
held in connection with Stetson 
University, Furman University, 
and other Baptist schools? Do you 
Say we have no right to call at- 
tention to the soul-destroying un- 
belief in some of these schools | 
which turns people away from| 
Christ and from the Bible? Do you}. 
say that we have no right to warn| 
parents not to send young people | 
to such schools? And do you say 
that we are bound to support | 
Meredith College in North Caroli-| 
na, for example, which had Nels 
Ferre there knowingly, deliberate- 
ly, after full publicity was given 
to his infidel teaching? Then that 
means that you are more for the 
denomination than you are for 


Further in your letter you say, 
“If there is a place for criticism, it 
is before the board of trustees of 
the institution, or on the conven- 
tion floor...” And by what rule 
in the Bible do you say so? You 
demand that we support publicly 
with our money and influence in- 
stitutions that have betrayed Je- 
sus Christ, and so put our approv- 
al upon them, but we may whisper 
secretly to the board of trustees, 
if we wish! Do you suppose that 
the trustees of the Southern Bap- 
tist Seminary do not know about 
what is going on there? Do you 
seriously believe that to call the 
attention of the trustees to the in- 
fidelity of Nels Ferre who was 
brought and then defended in the 
Southern Baptist Seminary, would 
get any results? You suggest that 
if there be any place for criticism, 
it might be before the Convention. 
I take it that you are more naive 
than one would suppose from your 
training. Do you really suppose 
that any man could get the floor 
of the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion to criticize the Southern Bap- 
tist Seminary with any detailed 
charges and proof? That was tried. 
a few years ago, and whitewash- 
ing did not take long. 

You say, “IF there is a place for 
criticism . .’ Why do you say 
‘if’? Do.wyou agree with the Ro- 
man Catholic church doctrine that 
the individual cannot find the will 
of God, has no right to choose

The Editor Answers 
Young People's 
F Questions 


Does a Christian sin not to at« 
tend church on Sunday? 


I think that, unless providential« 
ly hindered, a Christian ought to 
attend church every Sunday, 
Sometimes there might be‘a good 
reason for not attending; but the 
Bible commands us, “‘Not to for- 
sake the assembling of ourselves 
together, as the manner of some 
is’ (Heb. 10:25). Sometimes a 
Christian ought to sit up with 
the sick, or attend a revival sers- 
vice and try to get somebody sav- 
ed. Sometimes another duty would 
take precedence over church-go- 
ing. But the usual thing is that 
a Christian ought to attend church 
every Sunday, and regularly, and 
show everybody that he is on the 
side of God and the church and 
getting people saved. In this case, 
and in’ most cases, privilege and 
a duty is the same. What one 
ought to do, he ought to want ta 
do. 


Concerning soul winning, what 
about those of us who are quiet 
Christians and sort of backward 
in speaking but still live the real 
Christian fife; will the Lerd still 
hold us responsible fer !h1i? 


Yes, certainly every Christian 
ought to win souls. No matter 
you are, you have 
a tongue and you use it for other 
things, why not use it for God? 
It took just as much of the blood 
of Christ to save a timid man as 
a bold man. Then, besides, human 
boldness and human talkativeness 
is not what it takes to win souls, 
It takes the working of the Holy 
Spirit through a‘ Christian. And 
He is as willing to work through 
timid Christians and humble 
Christians and quiet Christians as 
if they were bolder. Every Chris- 
tian ought to win souls, and if 
they. do “not they are disobeying 
Christ. He said in Matthew 4:19: 
“Follow me, and I will make you 
fishers of men.” 


Should a worran keep silence 
in the church? Women Preachers? 


First Corinthians 14:34 and 35 


Says that a woman is not to speak 


up and ask a question of the 
preacher during church services; 
if she wants to learn anything let 
her ask her husband at home. It 
is a Shame for a woman to inter- 
rupt and speak up during church 
services in any way that would be 
assuming any authority. 

And I Timothy 2:11 and 12 
says, ‘“‘Let the woman learn in 
silence with all subjection. But 
I suffer not a woman to teach, 
nor to usurp authority over the 
man, but to be in silence.” [I 
judge this means that a woman is 
to be in subjection to the pastor 
or men leaders of the congregation 
in the church service, just as she 
is in subjection to her husband in 
the home. Certainly this Scrip- 
ture teaches that a woman is not 
to usurp authority over the man, 
but as far as any speaking with 
authority is concerned, like 
preaching in the pulpit, or taking 


leadership over the church, she. 


should be in silence. 

I do not believe that it is wrong 
for a woman to teach in a Sun- 
day School class of children or 
women. I do not believe it is 
wrong for a woman to pray in 
public if she prays in a group 
prayer where she is not leading 
the whole’congregation in prayer, 
I do not believe it is wrong for a 
woman to testify in public ser- 
vices, if it is a testimony meet 
ing and if some man is in charge 
of the meeting and leading, and 
so she is not really in charge of 
the congregation or the service 
or is not addressing the congre- 
gation like a preacher or teacher 
would.

III, One Should Have a Love 
for Preacher Brethren, but 
Why Not for All Out-and- 
Out Christian Brethren, 
Not Just Baptist Leaders? 


The third characteristic you say 
that exemplifies great Southern 

saptist preachers is that, ‘Third, 
they reveal a love for, and enjoy 
a warm § fellowship with our 
preacher brethren who serve our 
wonderful Lord.” 

Now I am for warm Christian 
fellowship for all who serve the 
Lord. But why just “our preacher 
brethren” who are in the good 
graces of the denomination? Why 
would it show a.mark of greatness 
to have fellowship with all the de- 
nominational boosters and leaders 
and not with Dr. Lee Roberson 
and not with THE Sworp oF THE 
LorbD, and not with other out-and- 
out scul winners who would die 
Jesus Christ and have proved 
it many times? Why? Why must 
we have fellowship with Obadiah 
who was a mester of 
for Jezebel, and not have fellow- 
ship with Elijah who was unpopu- 
lar? 

You defend Southern Baptist in- 
stitutions, some of which certainiy 
deserve criticism and deserve to be 
cut off from support of Bible-be- 
lieving Christians. You insist that 
everybody must swallow them 
whole with no criticism and with 
unfailing support, no matter how 
untrue they are to Christ. 

The three great requirements to 
be a good Southern Baptist 
preacher are love for the denom- 
ination; uncritical, 
of all institutions approved by the 
denominational leaders, good or 
bad; and then, love and fellowship 
for Baptist preacher brethren. You 
got in the denomination and the 
Southern Baptist schools and 
Southern Baptist preachers, but 
you left out Christ and the Bible! 


IV. What Can an Evangelist 
Gain by Selling Out to the 


Denominational Program, 
Wearing a Muzzle, Stifling 


His Conscience? 

You wrote me some time ago 
saying that you were glad to have 
publicity in THE Sworp OF THE 
LORD since denominational papers 
were closing up to you. Perhaps, 
briefly, they will open to you now, 
but not for long. I remind you 
that after Judas Iscariot, burning 
up with remorse, came back 
and wanted to give back the be- 
trayal money saying, “I have be- 
trayed the innocent blood!”, the 
denominational leaders callouslv 
replied, ‘““‘What is that to us? see 
thou to that.”’ You turn your back 
on those of us who are working 
hard to be true to Jesus Christ 
and defend the faith, but in the 
long run what can you get? 


We had just as well face it, de- 
nominational leaders do not care 
for any evangelism that cannot 
be hitched up to pull the denom- 
inational program. You will never 
raise much money fer the South- 
ern Baptist Co-operative Program. 
So, you will continue to be ac- 
cepted only on sufferance. The 
emphasis among Southern Bap- 
tist leaders ali the time is that 
churches should have other pas- 
tors hold revival campaigns. They 
do not encourage any evangelists 
except those employed by the de- 
nomination itself and rigidly con- 
trolled. The plan of the simul- 
taneous revivals is set up in a 
way calculated to keep’ the 
churches from using evangelists, 
generally, for revivals, to set all 
the revivals in an area at one set 
time, and to use pastors trading 
pulpits for these revivals. 

In my presence Dr. Wallace 
Bassett in Dallas some vears ago 
said, “Dr. Truett and I kept Billy 
Sunday out of Dallas for 25 
years.” 

There are several reasons why

He goes on, and tells 
the many weeks and months in 
which his conscience was in great 
distress because of his sin. ‘“When 
I kept silence my bones waxed 
old through my roaring all the 
day long.” There is nothing on 
earth that will so oppress one, 
or that will so distress the soul, 
as a sense of unforgiven sin press- 
ing down upon the conscience.

He knew the English 
had let loose his hounds, and 
put them on their master’s track, 
and the animals which might be 
supposed to be doing Robert Bruce 
a favor in running him down, were 
leading his foes to the place where 
he was hidden. He knew now that 
all was over with him, unless 
he was able to put something be- 
tween himself and the dogs to 
throw off the scent. Spent and 
worn, he toiled on several more 
weary miles until he came to a 
clear, rapid, mountain stream, He 
plunged in and then hastened down 
the stream a mile or so, and came 
out on the other side of the forest. 
There he hid from the _ sight 
of his pursuers and listened as 
the hounds came to the water, 
and ran up and down, baying and 
crying out for the scent. The 
water had washed it away. They 
were unable to follow their mas- 
ter, and Robert Bruce escaped 
from the vengeance of the enemy. 


O my friends, there is only one 
stream that will wash out the 
scent of sin, and that is the 
precious blood of Christ which 
cleanseth from all sin. All who 
come to Jesus, all who trust in 
Him, are forever free from the 
judgment which their sins deserve. 
So David tells us that the time 
came when it was impossible for 
him to hide his own sin, impossible 
to cover his own. transgression, 
and he says, “I acknowledged my 
sin unto thee, and mine iniquity 
have I not hid. I said, I will con- 
fess my transgressions unto the 
Lord; and thou forgavest the in- 
iquity of my sin.” We read that 
“Tf we confess our sins, he is 
faithful and just to forgive us our 
sins, and to cleanse us from all 
unrighteousness” (I John 1:9). 


Precious Hiding Place 


Then you will notice as you 
drop your eyes down to the sev- 
enth verse, that he exclaims, as 
he looks up into the face of God 
whom he had _ sinned against, 
“Thou art my hiding place; thou 
Shalt preserve me from trouble; 
thou shalt compass me about with 
songs of deliverance.” Think of 
it! For a long time David had 
been hiding from God, but now 
we find him hiding in God. Which 
are you doing today? Are you 
hiding from Him, or have you 
fled to Him for refuge and found 
a safe hiding place? We read in 
the book of the prophet Isaiah, 
“And a man shall be as an hiding 
place from the wind, and a co- 
vert from the tempest; as rivers 
of water in a dry place, as the 
shadow of a great rock in a weary 
land” (Isaiah 32:2). 

I remember when we were 
working among the Indians, a lit- 
tle group of us had gone into an 
Indian village to present the 
Word. When we were on our way 
back to another village, we were 
overtaken by a tremendous thun- 
derstorm. We were near a great 
overhanging cliff with a cave 
within, and our Indian guide led 
the way hastily through the pour- 
ing rain to this great rock, rising 
up from the floor of the desert, 
and in that cave we all found 
shelter. There were nearly thirty 
of us, and we stood looking out 
as the lightning flashed, and the 
water poured down all about us. 
There together we sang the hymn, 
“Rock of Ages.” We were safe 
in the rock. 

Oh, David knew something of 
the meaning of this, “Thou art my 
hiding place.” 


Playing Big Bear 

My eldest son taught me a lesson 
along this line when he was just 
a little fellow. There was nothing 
he liked to play more than bear. 
First, we had to put some chairs 
in one corner of the room, with 
an opening between them. That 
was the bear’s den. Then I had 
to get down on all fours, with 
a big shaggy overcoat over me 
and be the bear. The little fellow 
would walk past the den, trying 
to look as if he had no idea that 


a bear was anywhere near, when

his father and says, “Daddy, I 
did wrong! Come see what I did! 
Oh, it was wicked! I am so sorry, 
so sorry. Please forgive me!’, the 
father then does not need to pun- 
ish the child. The child has already 
forsaken his sin, hated his sin, 
judged his sin. In response to that 
kind of honest confession there is 
immediate forgiveness from God. 
So says the blessed Word of God. 


Does that seem too easy? Does 
it appear that God is too easy on 
sin when He instantly forgives the 
Christian who honestly judges his 
own sin, forsakes it, hates it, and 
confesses it? No, God does not 
do wrong in thus instantly for- 
giving the sin that is confessed 
honestly from the heart. In fact, 
God could not be faithful, could 
not be honest and just if He did 
not forgive the sin that we hate, 
that we judge, that we confess, 
that we forsake! “If we confess 
our sins, he is faithful and just to 
forgive us our sins; and to cleanse 


us from all unrighteousness.” 
God's justice, God’s faithfulness is 
involved, and God must forgive, 


2. The Ground of Our 
Forgiveness 

There are glorious Bible doc- 
trines involved, which are the 
ground upon which God forgives 
His child when sin is confessed 
and forsaken. Based upon these 
glorious truths there rests a holy 
obligation upon God. God must do 
certain things which He has prom- 
ised to do and which He has ob- 
ligated Himself to do. God must 
forgive sin that is confessed and 
forsaken. Here I mention the holy 
ground of that forgiveness. 

First of all, there is the blood of 
Christ. We ought, never to forget, 
and God Himself cannot forget, 
that all of our sins are paid for 
with the precious blood of Christ, 
Remember the promise: 

“Forasmuch as ye.know that ye

suddenly the savage beast would 
take after him, and we would run 
through one room and into an- 
other. The little fellow was pretty 
fleet on his feet, but, of course, 
he would always be caught at 
last. 


The last time we ever. played 
bear, he had run right into the 
corner of the kitchen, but the 
corner didn’t open. He had his face 
right in the corner, and was so 
excited, that he just screamed. 
Suddenly, you know, the bear was 
about to spring, when the little 
fellow wheeled right about face, 
caught his breath, and said, “I 
am not a bit afraid. You are not 
a bear; you are just my own dear 
papa,” and he jumped right into 
my arms. 

I got to my feet, held the little 
fellow close to me, and tried to 
quiet him. I said to myself as I 
walked up and down with him, 
“Blessed God, it was just like 
this with me once. I was running 
away from Thee. I was afraid of 
Thee. I thought you wanted to 
destroy me. I tried to find a hid- 
ing place from Thee,, but Thou 
didst never give me up:”’ 

IY remembered the time years 
before when God ran me into a 
corner, and I couldn’t get away; 
and instead of trying to run, I 
turned to Him in repentance, in 
confession, and said, “I am not 
afraid of Thee. Thou art not my 
enemy. I throw myself into Thy 
loving arms. Thou art my refuge. 
In Thy tender care and loving 
mercy, I find a _ hiding place.” 


“Rock of Ages, cleft for me, 

Let me hide myself in Thee; 

Let the water and the blood, 

From Thy riven. side which 
flowed, 

Be of sin the double cure, 

Save me from its guilt and 
power, 


“Not the labor of my hands 

Can fulfill Thy law’s demands; 

Could my zeal no respite know, 

Could my tears forever flow. 

All for sin could not atone; 

Thou must save, and Thou 
alone.” 


Have you come to Him like 
that? Have you realized some- 
thing of your own helplessness? 
Have you realized your own sin- 
fulness, the utter hopelessness of 
your ever making atonement for 
your own guilt? Have you turned 
to Him as David, and said, “I 
will confess my transgressions un- 
to the Lord.” Then you have a 
right to add, ‘Thou forgavest the 
iniquity of my sin.” He says, “For 
this shall every one that is godly 
pray unto thee in a time when 
thou mayest be found.” 


_ Prayer in the Wrong Place 


Sometimes people put prayer in 
the wrong place. They have an 
idea that it is necessary to come 
to God and plead with Him, and 
pray to Him to put away their 
Sins, and save them in His mercy. 
Dear friends, Scripture turns 
things just the other way. Paul 
says, “As though God did beseech 
you by us, we pray you in Christ's 
behalf, be ye reconciled to God.” 

Il can remember the night fF 
was converted. I can recall, 
though I was just fourteen, kneel- 
ing in my own room in the pres- 


fence of God. I began to beseech 


Him to look upon me in grace, 
and save my soul. Then I thought, 
“What is it that I am asking God 
to do? I am asking Him to do 
something that He has been of- 
fering to-do for years, but I have 
been refusing to permit Him to do 
it. I am asking Him to give me 
something—salvation, eternal life 
—which He has been offering me 
for years past, and yet here I 
come pleading for it. Why not 
simply accept His salvation and 
thank Him?” 

I remember. the words that 
came home to my soul, “He that 
believeth on him is not condem- 
ned; but he that believeth not is 
condemned already, because he 
hath not believed on the name of 
the only begotten Son of God.” 
Kneeling there I said to Him, 
“Blessed God, I do believe in Thy 
Son. I trust Him now as my 
Saviour, and Thou hast told me, 
‘He that believeth on him is not 
condemned’.” I knew then and 
there that He had saved me in 
His infinite love and kindness. I 
knew something of the meaning of 
David's expression, “Blessed is he 
whose transgression is forgiven, 
whose sin is covered.” 


If you are thinking seriously 
of these things, but do not know 
that your sins are forgiven, are 
covered, or that your soul is saved, 
let me say to you, just look up by 
faith to the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and He will save you right now. 
‘He that believeth on him is. not 
condemned; but he that believeth 
not is condemned already, because 
he hath not believed in the name 
of the only begotten Son of God.”

mere not redeemed with corrupt- 
ible things, as silver and gold, 
from your vain conversation re- 
ceived by tradition from your fa- 
thers; But with the precious blood 
of Christ, as of a lamb without 
blemish and without spot.” — I 
Pet. 1:18, 19. 


Oh, I do not wonder that God 
speaks of the blood as the “pre- 
cious blood of Christ, as of a 
lamb without blemish and without 
spot.” I hope that when I get to 
Heaven God will let me preach 
and teach me how to preach ac- 
ceptably and adequately on “the 
precious blood of Christ.” I have 
often longed to preach upon it and 
felt so helpless, so powerless to 
tell how precious, how beyond all 
the gold and silver and precious 
stones, beyond all the banks and 
railroads and mines and property 
in the world in precicusness is this 
blood of Jesus Christ which paid 
the vast, dark, black, eternal debt 
of sin! That blood was shed for 
me! My sins, thank God, are paid 
for—-every one. 


When Jesus died on the cross 
He cried out, “It is finished.” He 
meant that now every jot and 
tittle, every penny, every faintest 
dust of sin had been paid for, for 
me and for every sinner who 
would accept Christ’s wondertul 
atoning death on the cross in his 
stead, as the purchase price of his 
redemption. Sin is paid for! My 
sin is paid for. All my sins are 
paid for! All the sins of the past, 
all the sins of the present, all the 
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sins of the future are paid for in 
full. Jesus Christ died once and 
by that one sacrifice He pur- 
chased redemption and forgiveness 
for all of my sins. ‘But this man, 
after he had offered one sacrifice 
for sins for ever, sat down on the 
right hand of God,” and, “For by 
one offering he hath perfected for 
ever them that are sanctified’ 
(Heb. 10:12, 14). One sacrifice of 
the precious blood of Jesus was so 
valuable in its purity, its holiness: 
it so perfectly met all of God’s 
holy requirements that it paid for 
all my sin and all the sins of the 
whole world in one offering. 

Now I have accepted that sacri- 
fice as mine and that Saviour as 
my Saviour. Jesus became my 
Substitute and I accepted Him as 
such and God has approved Him 
as such. Therefore, God would be 
unjust if He did not give me the 
forgiveness which He has_ pur- 
chased. If God should withhold 
from one of His dear, penitent 
children the _ forgiveness and 
cleansing which is promised on the 
merits of the atoning blood of 
Christ, God would be dishonest. 
So, “If we confess our sins, he is 
faithful and just to forgive us our 
Sins, and to cleanse us from all 
unrighteousness.”’ 

I wonder if the blood of Jesus 
Christ is precious to you today? I 
do not mean now only that once 
you were saved by the blood. I 
mean that today the precious blood 
of Christ still cleanses every child 
of God who confesses his sin. 

I quoted you the last verse, 
verse 9 in I John 1. Now let us go 


|}above that and read verses 3 to 


7 in the same chapter: 


“That which we have seen and 
heard declare we unto you, that 
ye also may have fellowship with 
us: and truly our fellowship is 
with the Father, and with his Son 
Jesus Christ. And. these things 
write we unto vou, that your joy 
may be full. This then is the mes- 
sage which we have heard of him, 
and declare unto you, that God is 
light, and in him is no darkness at 
all. If we say that we have fellow- 
ship with him, and walk in dark- 
ness, we lie, and do not the truth: 
But if we walk in the light, as he 
is in the light, we have fellowship 
one with another, and the blood of 
Jesus Christ his Son. cleanseth us 
from all sin.’ 

We note from this passage that 
it discusses fellowship, the fellow- 
ship of a Christian “with the Fa- 
ther, and with his Son Jesus 
Christ.” John here is writing to 
Christians about their fellowship 
with God. He is not speaking to 
lost people about how to be saved, 
but to Christians about how to 
have fellowship. 

‘Note in verse 4 that John says, 
“And these things write we unto 
you, that your joy may be full.” 
People may be Christians and not 
be full of joy. Christians are really 
born again, yet may lack the as- 
surance, the fellowship, the cleans- 
ing, the daily forgiveness and re- 
newal that they need. But here, 
John says, is the way to fullness of 
joy and fellowship. 

God does not have fellowship 
with darkness. God cannot have 
fellowship with sin. Sin, even in 
God's own dear child, is a black 
thing which God hates. The Chris- 
tian who. still condones sin, still 
eovers sin, and makes an excuse 
for sin, does not have fellowship 
with God while he walks in dark- 
ness. A Christian walking in dark- 
ness who says he has fellowship 
with God, lies and does not the 
truth, we are told. 

Now consider verse 7. “But if 
we walk in the light, as he is in 
the light, we have fellowship one 
with another, and THE BLOOD 
OF JESUS CHRIST HIS SON 
CLEANSETH US FROM ALL 
SIN.” 

It is important to see that the 
word “cleanseth” in I John 1:7, 
quoted above, is in the present 
tense. The blood of Jesus Christ 
cleanseth me today as I walk in 
the light, confessing and forsaking 
known sin. The blood was shed for 
me long ago, God applied it to my 
credit, and my soul is saved for- 
ever. But today, again, I can have 
the blessed cleansing of the blood. 
Praise the Lord, the blood of Je- 
sus is the ground upon which 
Christians can claim forgiveness 
and cleansing every day. What Je- 
sus Christ Has purchased for us 


we have a right to claim and we 
ought to claim. God is faithful and 
just to give us the forgiveness and 
cleansing which is purchased and 
which is promised! 

But let us go a little further in 
this blessed teaching of cleansing 
and forgiveness in I John. In the 
second chapter, verses 1 and 2, 
this blessed truth is repeated: 

“My little children, these things 
write I unto you, that ye sin not. 
And if any man sin, we have an 
advocate with the Father, Jesus 
Christ the righteous: And he is 
the propitiation for our sins: and 
not for our’s only, but also for the 
sins of the whole world.” 

Oh, we ought not to sin! John 
writes to us pleading that we do 
not sin. But, thank God, we have 
an advocate with the Father, Je- 
sus Christ the righteous who is the 
propitiation for our sins. 

That leads me to further ground 
of our forgiveness and our cleans- 
ing from sin. That is, Christ’s 
high-priestly imtercession for us. 

Some Christians believe that af- 
ter Jesus died for us, and after we 
trust Him for salvation, we are 
left “on our own,” that we are 
left like orphans with no one to 
take our part. Some Christians 
suppose that after the wonderful 
initial blessing of salvation, 
have all the struggling to do on 
our own merit. But, thank God, 
that is not true. We have an Inter- 
cessor, a Mediator, a Peacemak- 
er-to intercede between us and 
God. “And if any man sin, we 
have an advocate with the Father. 
Jesus Christ the righteous.” 

It is a blessed promise that is 
given to us in Hebrews 7:24-27 

“But this man, because he con- 


We | 


tinueth ever, hath an wnchange- 
able priesthood. Wherefore he is 
able also to save them to the ut- 
fermost that come unto God by 
him, seeing he ever liveth to make 
intercession for them. For such an 
high priest became us, who is holu, 
harmless, undefiled, separate from 
sinners, and made higher than the 
heavens; Who needeth not daily, 
as those high priests, to offer 
sacrifice, first for his own sins, 
and then for the people’s: for this 
he did once, when he offered up 
himself.” 


Jesus has an unchangeable priest- | 


hood. He ever lives to make inter- 
cession for us. He is “holy, harm- 
less, undefiled.” He offered one 
sacrifice, even Himself, and paid 
for sin. “Wherefore he is able also 
to save them to the uttermost that 
come unto God by him, seeing he 
ever liveth to make intercession 
for them.” Those who get saved by 
the blood are saved ‘‘to the utter- 
most” because, what Jesus began 
in His death on the cross, He day 
by day carries on, interceding for 
us at the right hand of God! 

This is the right kind of High 
Priest for poor sinners such as 
we are, for He is a man 
in all points like as we 
yet without sin. — 

“Seeing then that we have a 
great high priest, that is passed 
into the heavens, Jesus the Son of 
God, let us hold fast our profes- 
sion. For we have not an high 
priest which cannot be touched 
with the feeling of our infirmities; 
but was in all points tempted like 
as we are. yet without sin.. Let us 
therefore come boldly unto the 
throne of grace, that we may ob- 
tain mercy, and find grace to help 
in time of need.’’—Heb. 4:14-16. 

Oh, we need not give up our 
profession because we have 
slipped into some kind of sin. Our 
High Priest knows our frailty and 
infirmity. His heart is touched. So 
let us not cast away our confi- 
dence, let us not despair, but 
rather, “let us therefore come 
boldly unto the throne of grace, 
that we may obtain mercy, and 
find grace to help in time of need.” 


It is not justice we need, but 
grace, It is not the rewards that 
we need, but mercy. Thank God, 
this is a throne of grace to which 
we come when -we call on Jesus 
Christ! This dear High Priest, 
who was tempted in every way 
that any of us are ever tempted, 
asks us to be bold in our coming 
for mercy! 


It is on grounds like these that 
God forgives the Christian who 
honestly confesses and judges his 
sin. It is because of facts like 
these that God can only be faith- 
ful and can only be just if He 
forgives the sin of the penitent 
Christian.

Do you think of Jesus as a High 
Priest who can be touched with 
the feeling of our infirmity? That 
is good, but Jesus, in that, is like 
the tender heart of His Father 
and our Father.

Sometimes, when my children 
were small, I was compelled to 
punish them for sin. A good sound 
whipping is painful to the child 
and more painful to the parent, 
but, oh, the blessed fruits of re- 
pentance that it brings! But I 
found that sometimes the work 
of repentance is already done. 
One of my six daughters was 
specially tenderhearted. Some- 
times when some sin had caught 
up with her, she would come run- 
ing to me with many, many tears, 
pleading for forgiveness. “I am so 
sorry, Daddy. Please forgive me! 
do it again!” Her tears 
and repentance did not wait for 
chastisement or scolding. How 
could I judge what she had al- 
ready judged? How could I main- 


tain wrath where she had al- 
readv judged her sin? It is 
certainly hard to whip a child 


who. is already penitent, who has 
already taken sides against his 
sin. who has sided in with the fa- 
ther for right. 

Oh, God who knows our frame, 
who remembers that we are dust. 
and pities us with a father’s pity 
for his children, has mercy, and 
the Father will quickly forgive 
the penitent. child who contesses 
and turns from his sin! 


Another ground of God’s for- 
giveness, of any sin that is con- 
fessed, is the solid ground of God’s 
promises in the Bible. 

In the first place, God has pro- 
mised everlasting life to His be- 
lieving child.

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When a Christian Sins 
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guarantee, the company is obliga- 
ted to make good any defective 
part or workmanship. So, when 
God saves a soul, He not only fur- 
nishes the purchase price, but He 
guarantees the upkeep of salva- 
tion! A just and honest God, a 
faithful God who keeps His prom- 
ises, must forgive His children 
when they come in penitence to 
confess and forsake sin! 


Praise God for these _ holy 


grounds upon which a Christian 


can claim forgiveness! 


3. What Confession Involves 
It is a blessed promise, that 
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wonderful promise in I John 1:9. 
We can have the clear-cut assur- 
ance that “If we confess our sins, 
he is faithful and just to forgive 
us our sins, and to cleanse us 
from all unrighteousness.” The 
very moment one confesses sin, 
and thus judges sin and takes 
sides with God against sin, that 
sin is blotted out, both forgiven 
and cleansed. Thus, upon simple 
confession of sin, the child of God 
has peace with God about the 
sin, and he has victory over the 
sin. 


Of course, when God says con- 
fession, He means honest confes- 
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put an if about your confession of 
sin, God puts an if about His for- 
giveness of that sin! I beg you, if 
you want mercy, face sin for the 
black thing it is, recognize it, 
admit it, take sides against it, 
judge it! 

A woman came to D. L. Moody, 
it is said, to ask his help in a 
problem in her life. “I have a 
habit of exaggeration,” she said, 
“can you tell me how to overcome 
this bad habit of mine?” 

Moody answered directly to the 
point. “Yes, the next time you are 
guilty of that sin, simply go to 
the person to whom you exaggera- 
ted and confess that you lied 
and that you are ashamed and 
sorry for it.” 

“Oh, but I wouldn’t like to call 
it a lie!” said the woman. 

“Yes,” said Mr. Moody, “but 
if you do not call it a lie you will 
not quit it.” 

It is no honest confession that 
leaves the sin half-covered, half- 
excused, and still loved and de- 
fended. 

Many a man has talked to me 
about a bad habit. I have found 


‘that the way to quit a bad habit 


is to face it honestly and call it 
sin. As long as a man wants to 
quit tobacco and says he feels 
it is an unnecessary expense, and 
that perhaps it is bad for his 
health, he has not yet quit it. 
But when a man comes to say, 
“The use of tobacco for me“is a 
sin; it defiles my body, the temple 
of the Holy Spirit; it wastes God’s 
money, sets a.bad example before 
my family and other young peco- 
ple; it is offensive to many and 
is a definite stumblingblock to 
some, hinders my prayer life, hin- 
ders my _ soul-winning effort; if 
is a sin even to smoke one more 
cigarette; I ought to quit it to 
please Jesus Christ and to serve 
Him better’’—then a man can quit 
it. Do not trifle with sin, do not 
call it a nice name, do not look on 
it with allowance and with regard. 
Call it the sin that it is, hate it, 
turn from it in your heart. 


Second, of course, any honest 
confession means forsaking sin. 

For your mouth to say, “Lord, 
this is a sin, I am sorry,” while 
the heart says, “But I still love it 


(and I still plan to hold on to it,” 


is no honest confession of sin. 
It is hypocrisy. Watch that deceit- 
ful heart of yours and make sure 
that it releases its grip on the 
sin that it pretends to confess. 
Sin that is not forsaken is not 
honestly confessed. Any straight- 
forward confession of sin that 
will please God and gain His for- 
giveness and cleansing must in- 
volve the will. . Does your will 
give up the sin? Do you want to 
be rid of it? Do you beg for cleans- 
ing? Does your mind cry out with 
brokenhearted David, “I acknow- 
ledge my transgressions: and my 
Sin is ever before me. . . Create 
in me a clean heart, O God; and 


renew a right spirit within. me ~ += 


The sacrifices of God are a brok- 
en spirit: a-broken and contrite 
heart,..O..God, thou wilt not.-de- 
spise” (Ps. 51:3, 10, 17)? The hon- 
est confession of sin -ought to 
mean that you are sick of_ it, 
that you despise it, that you long 
to be cleansed from it. If you 
truly lament your.sin and turn 
from it in your heart, judge it 
honestly; in the very moment of 
your confession your sin will be 
forgiven and cleansed away and 
God will smile into your heart in 
sweet fellowship. Honest confes- 
sion means honest repentance. “He 
that covereth his sins shall not 
prosper: but whoso confesseth and 


‘forsaketh them shall have mercy” 


(Prov. 28:13). 


Third, an honest confession of 
sin, an honest judging of sin, when 
you ask for forgiveness, often 
means restitution. 

In Miami, Florida, during my 
city-wide campaign with forty 
Baptist churches about 1946, a 
pastor arose in a minister’s meet- 
ing and asked the chairman, 
“When I came to Christ and was 
saved, did not that mean that all 
sins were under the blood, all for- 
given?” 

The. chairman. answered yes, 
that as far as one’s salvation is 
concerned, all sins.are under the 
blood the moment a sinner turns 
to Christ and trusts in Him. 

“But what about debts I made 
when I was a drunken, unregen- 
erate sinner?” asked the pastor. 

“T believe that an honest man 
must still pay honest. debts if he 


lowship with God,” replied the 
chairman. 

The pastor began to weep and 
he said, “I think so, too. This 
morning I have paid two debts 
that I made in my wicked days 
without Christ. I have one more 
such debt to pay and then, thank 
God, there will be nothing between 
me and God!” | 

Oh, that pastor was right! Can 
any man honestly say that he is 
sorry for a debt unpaid, and still 


leave the debt unpaid? Can any 


Christian confess stealing, and 
hope to have the theft forgiven 
and cleansed, without restoring 
that which was stolen? Can one 
who has wronged a brother and 


asked forgiveness of God, get the’ 


forgiveness and cleansing he crav- 
es without also trying to make 


right with the offended brother 


the sin he committed? 
On this matter the Lord Jesus 


says, “Therefore if thou bring thy 
gift to the altar, and there re- 


is to please God and have fel- 


memberest that thy brother hath ~ 


ought against thee; Leave there 


thy gift before the altar, and go 
first be reconciled to’ 


thy way; 
thy brother, and then come and 
offer thy gift” (Matt. 5:23, 24). 

One night in a Michigan city 
some years ago a woman was 
cut to the heart by my sermon on 
hindered prayer. She wrote me a 
note telling how eight years be- 
fore she had stolen an expensive 
piece of jewelry, had pawned it 
and spent the money. Now for 


years she had been prominent in°- 
church work. She dared not con-- 


fess the sin, she said. It would 
bring public disgrace, possibly jail, 
certainly scandal. She wrote that 


she was tormented in conscience 


‘and begged me to tell her what 


to do. 

“God has already told you what 
to do. I dare not tell you less,” 
I wrote. After great. struggle, 
after tossing sleeplessly till three 
o’clock in the morning, she said 
to Satan, “You old Devil, for 
eight years you have ruined my 
peace and happiness! I will be 
done with this thing today. I have 
promised God that today I will 
go to the chief of police and con- 
fess the theft and ask him to 
help me make it right.” 

Then she went to sleep: When 
morning came she went to the 
chief of police, a Catholic man. 
Astonished, but deeply moved, he 
said, “Lady, you are a Protestant 
and I am a Catholic, but I will 
help anybody who wants to do 
right.” So he sent'a detective with 
her. They visited every pawn shop 
in town. To every Jewish pawn- 
broker she told the story of her 
Sin and showed the pawn ticket. 

But the watch was gone; she 
could not find it. There was only 
one thing left to do—go to the 
woman against whom she _ had 
sinned and confess the theft. When 
she wrote me about it she said, 
“IT expected her to scream at me 
to accuse me, to call the police. 
I should not have been surprised 
had I gone to jail. Instead, she be- 
gan to weep. She put her arms 
around me and said, ‘Hush! we are 
sisters. We are Christians. Don’t 
say another word. It is all for- 
given, it is past.’ 

“But I will not hush. This 
has been on my heart for eight 
miserable years,’ said the woman 
who wrote me. ‘I want you to 
say that you forgive me. I will 
pay you back with payments every 
payday beginning next Saturday.’ ” 

The woman who had _ been 
wronged urged her friend to for- 
get the matter and insisted that 
she wanted no payment. But now 
the good woman with holy zeal 
set out to pay her debt and hon- 
estly make resitution for the sin 
that she had long tried to con- 
fess, tried to get cleansed away 
from her conscience without mak- 
ing resitution for the wrong done. 


Now she wrote me, “I have 
played the piano before, but I 
could not sing. I had no song in 
my heart. Now I sing all day! 
Better yet, when I pray, God 
smiles down in my face and it 
seems I can have anything I ask. 
Oh, it is wonderful to have noth- 
ing between God and me and 
have peace with Him again!” 


Dear, troubled.soul, if you -have - 


sinned against somebody else, go 
make it right! Any honest con- 
fession of sin means that you 
will judge it, do all you can do 
to undo it. 

The famous evangelist, Gipsy 
Smith, in his sermon, “Slay Ut- 
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terly” (in the book, As Jesus Pas- 


sed By), tells of a striking case. 
Let us tell it in Gipsy’s own words: 


“At the close of an inquiry meet- 
ing the wife of one of the min- 
isters came to see me, She said, 
‘There is a young lady there who 
wants to speak to you; she refuses 
to go away. Nobody seems to be 
able to help her; she will speak 
to the preacher.’ 

“T said, ‘I will go with you,’ 
and we went into the room. I 
went to the other end of the 
room and spoke to this poor thing. 

“She said, ‘Sir, I want to confess 
and awful sin. I am a mother, 
and I fathered my child on an in- 
nocent man. He was a student in 
one of the theological colleges 
studying for the ministry, and I 
blighted his life as well as branded 
him. I took him through three 
courts and won my case, but I 
have a bit of Hell inside. He was 
dismissed and disgraced, and he is 
as innocent as you are. What am I 
to do?’ 

‘Do?’ I said; 

“She said, 


‘do right.’ 
‘I have no peace.’ 


‘And you nhever will have 
peace,’ I said. ‘In this world you 
may have pardon.on condition, 
but ‘there is no such thing: as 
peace for you, for you will never 
forgive yourself that wrong.’ I 
could not spare her. I had to be 
faithful in order to save her. I 
said— 

“*You must take off that brand 
as publicly as you put it- on— 
just as publicly.’ 

** ‘Oh, sir!’ she said, ‘he will send 

me to prison.’ 
“I said, ‘If it means prison, and 
you go to prison, you will go with 
the consciousness that you made 
an honest attempt to undo the 
wrong, but for you the way to 
Heaven is via that confession, and 
there is no such thing as joy or 
peace in God for you without 
taking up your cross.” 

I shall never forget the effect 
my words made on that poor 
thing. She bent, she collapsed, and 
my heart ached for her. Yet I 
dare not heal the hurt of that 
poor thing § slightly, nor cry 
“‘Peace”’ falsely. I had to be faith- 
ful, and as I knelt beside her, 
I said— 

“When you are willing as far 
as lies in your power to undo the 
wrong, God will help you, and He 
will not forsake you.” 

Presently she bit her hip, till 
it bled, and, clasping the chair 
in front of her, she said, “O God, 
I will do it if it means prison.” 

It was not an easy path for that 
poor thing, but she walked it 
bravely. She went back to the 
court—and I am speaking of what 
was in all the London papers—she 
went back to court, and had the 
court revise the whole case, and 
in that crowded court she said, 
when~they asked her why she 
made this confession, “Because I 
gave my heart to God, and I 
had to take this course to clear 
my conscience of its guilt.” 

Her confession relieved her own 
heart of its burden, cleared an in- 
nocent man, and made an im- 
pression on that city which is 
felt today. The only path of peace 
is the path of righteousness. 

Slay utterly, put away the evil 
thing, obey God. Put Him in His 
right place, and the joy and peace 
will come. 

Yes, it is true, blessedly true,

fession that judges the sin hon- 
estly, that repents of the sin and 
turns from it, and that does any- 
thing that properly can be done 
to undo the sin. Anything less 
than that is not an honest con- 
fession of sin. Do not fail to 
have the forgiveness and cleansing 
that you need by dealing lightly 
or dishonestly with sin, 


4. Now Believe God, Accept 
and Rejoice in the For- 
giveness That He 
Freely Gives. 

Have you confessed your sin 
to God? Have you turned away 
from it? Have you done all you 
can do to stop the evil effect of 
the sin? Then I beg you, dear 
troubled soul, believe ‘what God 
has said and take the forgiveness. 

Ofttimes people write me, “Oh, 
pray for God to forgive me! I 
committed a terrible sin. I weep 
and pray, but I cannot have for- 


Just make 
Sure it is honest confession, a con- 


giveness.” Such letters always 
grieve me greatly. I always ans- 
wer honestly, saying that what 
they need is not more prayer, but 
simply to believe God. Oh, how 
you dishonor God, how you grieve 
His tender heart, and how you 
misjudge His mercy when you 
will not believe that He forgives 
when He said He forgives. Here 
is one place that to take God at 
His Word is vital. Why should 
one who has sinned and failed 
God, now continually torment 
himself after he has turned his 
heart away from the sin? Noth- 
ing you could do would honor 
God more than to thank Him for 
forgiveness and believe it and re- 
joice in it, and cast out all the 
bitter memories of the sin and the 
estrangement from God_ which 
followed. 


When I was in a revival cam- 
paign in Clarksburg, West Vir- 
ginia, a good man brought his 
wife all the way from Alabama 
to talk to me. She felt that she 
had sinned, that God would not 
forgive her, that she had commit- 
ted some sin that was unpardon- 
able. I told her that she was only 
one of the hundreds with whom 
I had dealt on the same matter. 
I told her what I now tell you: 
No Christian can commit the un- 
pardonable sin. Thank God, all; 
of our sins are already paid for. 
Every sin, every failure, every of- 
fense, every transgression was 
paid for on the cross by the ‘blood 
of Jesus Christ. For every one 
of them He has interceded at 
the throne of grace. Now God 
deals with you not as an alien, 
not as a lost sinner, not as a 
condemned criminal against God; 
God deals with you now as a be- 
loved child, erring, and weak, but 
so dear to His tender heart! God 
wants you to take freely the for- 
giveness which He gives with such 
love. Read that Scripture again, 
believe it, take God up on it to- 
day, and begin to live in the per- 
fect peace of knowing that sin 
is forgiven and blotted out! “If 
we confess our sins, he is faithful 
and just to forgive us our sins, 
and to cleanse us from all un- 
righteousness.” 


In Dallas, Texas, I held revival 
services in a big rented furniture 
building, while our brick taber- 
nacle was under construction. One 
night a woman with a sad face 
with many of the marks of sin 
sat before me. She wept as J 
preached and silently wiped the 
tears away. When I gave an in- 
vitation for sinners to come to 
Christ, 
but would not come. I stepped 
down to her side and whispered 
urging her to come to Christ. She 
Said, ‘“No, I cannot! I wish I could 
but I cannot!” 


When I insisted, she = said 
“Preacher, please don’t torment 
me. There is nothing I can do 
about it. I cannot come.” 


When I asked why she could 
not come, she said, “Oh, because 
I cannot forget what I have done! 
I can never 
done!” 


God led me to turn to a Scrip- 
ture which is dear to my heart, 
as it ought to be to every erring 
and frail sinner: “This is the 
covenant that I will make with 
them after those days, saith the 
Lord, I will put my laws. into their 
hearts, and in their minds will I 
write them; And their sins and 
iniquities will I remember no 
more” (Heb. 10:16, 17.) 


I showed her that if she would 
trust Jesus, all the past would 
be forgiven and blotted out and 
God would put it in her heart to 
serve Him. God would even forget 
that she had sinned. God would 
never bring the sins to mind a- 
gain! Then I said to her, “If God 
is so willing to forgive and forget, 
and will never remember these 
sins against you any more, can’t 
you forget them, too?” 

I remember how the _ tears 
rained down her face. I remember 
the gladness with which she saw 
that God would not only save her 
from her sin, but would take away 
all the bitter memories, take a- 
way the eternal condemnation in 
her own heart; that He would 
forget and would help her to for- 
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she wept all the more | 


forget what I have’ 


‘get! So she came gladly to trust 
such a Saviour, Now, I assure 
you that every poor sinner who 
hates his sins can come immedi- 
ately for salvation and have it. 
Every erring Christian who hon- 
estly confesses his sins, turns from 
them, and judges them in his heart, 
can, in a moment, be assured that 
God has blotted them out and 
that He will remember them no 
more against him! Oh, blessed 
promise! 

I do not wonder that some sin- 
ing saint has wept all through the 
night over sins. So have iI. 
God knows my repentance has 
been deeper and more bitter since 
I have been saved than it was 
when I came to Christ as a nine- 
year old boy. David said, “My 
tears have been my meat day 
and night...” He pleaded with 
God, “ ... a broken and a con- 
trite heart, O God, thou wilt not 
despise.”’ But, do you think that 
God wants you to continue in 
sorrow and self-reproaches? Do 
you think God wants you to con- 
tinue in morbid self-accusation af- 
ter you have honestly faced your 
sin, confessed it, forsaken it? No, 
no! God wants you to claim the for- 
giveness He has offered, believe 
Him, and be happy. 

It is needless to look back and 
weep over the sins you have hon- 
estly confessed and forsaken. It 
is needless to look forward in 
fear as to whether you will fall 
short in the future. You are weak 
enough, God knows, but His grace 
is sufficient. 

Annie Johnson Flint, in the 
poem “But We See Jesus,” has 
a sweet and comforting word here.

and it was not until two years 
after that, in the year 1877, that 
she entered into her third mar- 
riage, this time with Mr. Asa Gil- 
bert Eddy, from whom she derived 
her final name. 

She was twenty-two when she 
made her first attempt at matri- 
mony with a young bricklayer by 
the name of George Washington 
Glover. Approximately twelve 
months after their marriage,

This biographer, along with oth- 
ers wno have attempted to cull 
accurate information about Mrs. 
Eddy, seems to be in agreement 
with the following. Back in the 
year of 1821, on July 16, in the 
little village of Bow, New Hamp- 
shire, there was born into the 
family of Mark and Abigail Bak- 
er a baby girl who was named 
Mary Ann Morse. She was =the 
youngest of six children reared in 
that humble farm home. 

Her father, a tiller of the soil, 
was of a stern disposition: her 
mother was gentle of character. 
Mary became the recipient of the 
qualities of both of them. Woven 
into her nature were the terror of 
her tather’s temper and the seren- 
ity of her mother’s calm. Small 
wonder that Dakin tells us that 
the “unexpected gyrations of Mrs.

of her parents where six months 
after the death of her husband she 
gave birth to her only child, a son 
bearing his father’s full name. 
Her second marriage was in 
1853 to Daniel Patterson, an itin- 
erant dentist, from whom she se- 
cured a diverce twenty years later 
|on grounds of desertion. In 1862, 
| Mrs. Eddy (then Mrs. Patterson) 
| contacted a self-styled “magnetis- 
|er” by the impressive name of 
| Dr. Phineas P. Quimby, of Port- 
| land, Maine. This gentleman, who 
i|had been trained as a watchmaker, 
| had perused the writings of a 
| magnetiser, Poyen, and 


| French 
| had employed his system of som- 
| nambulism. 

Dr. Leslie Weatherhead, in his 
i volume, Psychology, Religion and 
| Healing, gives us this information 
| about Quimby: 

“Some writers call him ‘athe- 
ist’; others say he believed that 
he was on the track of discov- 
ering the way in which our Lord 
healed the sick, he wrote ten 
volumes of manuscript working 
out his theories, and calling his 
technique ‘the Science of Hell’ 
or ‘the Science of Christ’ 
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Once or twice he himself used 
the term ‘Christian Science’, 
Quimby was not an educated 
man, and some of his theories 
were muddled nonsense, but he 
was not insincere. He was a 
pioneer in the use of suggestive 
therapy, and if he could have 
had the support of real scien- 
tists and had welcomed the help 
they could have given him, he 
would have gone further. He 
was extremely kind to the poor, 
who formed the bulk of his pa- 
tients, and seems indeed, to 
have been a man of character,” 
Now, after three weeks of treat- 
ment for her various-nervous ills, 
Mrs. Patterson’s condition evi- 
dently was greatly improved. She 
subsequently became Dr. Quim- 
by’s secretary and assistant and 
dedicated herself to the spreading 
of his system of healing. 

Upon the oceasion of Dr. Quim- 
by’s death on January 16, 1866, 
due to an abdominal tumor, the 
heroine of the “cult of American 
ladies,” not having as yet con- 
ceived the idea of: attributing his 
teachings to herself, went so far 
as to write and publish extrava- 
gant verses glorifying her bene- 
factor—even comparing him with 
Jesus. It is interesting to learn 
that she later referred to this man 
as a ‘‘vulgar mesmerist” or “mag- 
netic healer.” 

February 1, 1886, is the red- 
letter day on the calendar of this 
strange cult, for that day marked 
Mrs. Patterson’s (later Mrs. Eddy) 
momentous fall on an icy sidewalk 
in Massachusetts. She later 
claimed that her miraculous re- 
covery from the resultant injury 
was .the cause of her founding 
Christian Science. This we learn 
from her autobiography, fFRetro- 
spection and Introspection, in 
which she tells us: 


“My immediate recovery from 
the effects of an injury caused 
by an accident, an injury which 
neither medicine nor surgery 
could reach, was the falling ap- 
ple that led me to the discovery 
how to be well myself and how 
to make others so, 


“Even “to the homopathic 
physician who attended me, and 
rejoiced in my recovery, I could 
not then explain the modus of 
my belief. I could only assure 
him that the divine Spirit had 
wrought th® miracle, a miracle 
which later I found to be in per- 
fect scientific accord with di- 
vine law.” 

However, Frederick Peabody, a 
Boston lawyer, gives us this in- 
teresting information: 

“Untortunately for her repu- 
tation for veracity and fortun- 
ately for the truth of history, 
Ir. Alvin M. Cushing, the phy- 
Sician who attended Mrs. Eddy, 
or Patterson, upon this particu- 
lar occasion, is still living, and 
as an honoured member of the 
profession is now practising in 
Springfield, Mass. Dr. Cushing 
expressly, and under oath, denies 
that he at any time believed or 
said that Mrs. Patterson was in 
a critical condition, or that 
there was no hope for her, or 
that she had but three or any 
other limited number of days to 
live, and he, with great positive- 
ness, Says that she did not, on 
the third day or any other day 
of her iilmess, say, or suggest, 
or pretend, or in any way what- 
ever intimate that she had mir- 
aculously recovered or been 
healed, or that, discovering or 
perceiving the truth of the 
power employed by Christ to 
heal the sick, she had, by it, 
been restored to health, and he 
further says that, on the con- 
trary,.on the third day and later 
days of this illness, he himself 
gave her medicine, and again 
in August of the same year call- 
ed upon her four or five times 
and gave her medicine.’’4 
Now, during the next four years 

after her historic slip on that 
wintry day in February, Mrs. Pat- 
terson taught Dr. Quimby’s sys- 
tem of mental healing at Stough- 
ton, Massachusetts. In 1867, she 
taught in the home of Hiram 
Crafts, and from 1868 to 1870 in 
the home of Mrs. Sally Went- 
worth. 

Of this period in her experience 
Mrs. Eddy later wrote: 

“I then (in 1866) withdrew 
from society about three years, 
to ponder my mission, to search 
the Scriptures, to find the Sci- 
ence of Mind that should take 


them to the creature and revea! 
the great Curative Principle, 
Geod,”’5 
In 1871 she established a schoo! 
to train her followers in the art of 
mental healing at a cost of $100.00 
payable in advance, which fee af- 
ter a few weeks was raised to 
$300.00. Concerning this tuition 
fee, Mrs. Eddy wrote in Retro- 
spection and Introspection: 
“When God impelled me to set 
a price on my instruction in 
Christian Science Mind-healing, 
I could think of no financial 
equivalent for an impartation 
of a knowledge of that divine 
power which heals; but I was 
led to name three hundred dol- 
lars as the price for each pupil 
in one course of lessons at my 


college—a_ startling sum _ for 
tuition lasting barely’ three 
weeks. This amount. greatly 


troubled me. I shrank from ask- 
ing it, but was finally led by a 
strange providence, to accept 
this fee,’ 

One of her favorite students 
was Daniel Spofford. We are told 
that he spent twelve months pour- 
ing over his tutor’s inexplicable 
manuscript trying to make it in- 
telligible, and that this was the 
first editing of Science and Health. 


We are also told that it was Mr. 
Spofford who introduced a sewing 
machine salesman, one Asa Gil- 
bert Eddy, to the amazing lady 
from Bow. As _ previously men- 
tioned, Mr. Eddy took the twice- 
married healer as his own in 1877. 
The record discloses that Mrs. Ed- 
dv's age was given as “forty,” but 
Mr. Peabody (the Boston lawyer) 
explains the marriage was ‘“‘cele- 
brated fifty-six years from. the 
date of her birth.’’7 

We have been reminded that she 
called a doctor when her beloved 
Eddy was beyond healing and sub- 
sequently “explained” his death 
as the result of “arsenic méntally 
administered.” 

That Mrs. Eddy was a remark- 
able woman no one can doubt. It is 
interesting to note that she did 
not gain world reknown until one 
husband had deserted her and two 
others had died. It was not until 
she reached the age of sixty-one, 
when most people are considering 
retirement, that Mrs. Eddy, on the 
slippery slopes of fame, subdued a 
world, founded a church, accumu- 
lated a fortune and accepted the 
veneration of multitudes. 

In 1879 in the city of Boston, 
she assumed the presidency of the 
church of her creation — the 
Chureh of Christ (Scientist). 
There were seven directors, and 
the treasurer was Margaret J. 
Dunshee who later withdrew, along 
with several others, and vehement- 
ly denounced the founder for her 
“ebullitions. of temper, love of 
money and the appearance of hy- 
pocrisy.’’8 

When the doors of Mrs. Eddy’s 
edifice swung wide for the first 
time, thirty thousand persons 
sought for admittance and five 
services were held in succession 


e 


Xantippe.’10 How true this is! 
There never was a more contro- 
versial mortal—revered by some, 
reviled by others: defied by some, 
denounced by others. 

Peabody begins his volume with 
these words: “Christian Science ts 
the most shallow and sordid and 
wicked imposture of the ages,’14 
and in the light of this statement 
we consider | 


Il. The Peril of Christian 
Science 
To every Christian the Bible is 
the inspired Word of God. He be- 
-lieves that “... the prophecy came 
not in old time by the will of man: 
but holy men of God spake as they 
were moved by the Holy Ghost” 
(II Pet. 1:21) and that “All scrip- 
ture. is given by inspiration of 
God” (II Tim. 3:16). 
In Science and Health, Mrs. 
Eddy says: 7 
“. .. I have found nothing in 
ancient or in modern systems on 
which to found my own, except 
the teachings and demonstra- 
tions of our great Master and 
the lives of prophets and apos- 
tles. The Bible has been my 
only authority. I have had no 
other guide in ‘the straight and 
narrow way’ of Truth,’’!2 


And here you have the great 
danger of this false religion. Its 
founder claims that she has fol- 
lowed the clear teachings of the 
Word of God, and yet nothing 
could be further from the truth. 

How tragic that Mrs. Eddy had 
to talk about the Bible. Even’ the 
name of her textbook is related 
to the Word of God, but it would 
have been far more honest for this 
woman to have ignored the Holv 
Seriptures in the development of 
her system of metaphysical heal- 
ing. 

We mortals are so_ gullible: 
when a person sprinkles his philos- 
ophy with frequent references to 
the ‘‘meek and lowly Nazarene,” 
the “Great Teacher,” the ‘“Mas- 
ter,’ et cetera, much as we expect 
“the designs for sacred faces on 
church windows’’13 to have “an 
orthodox stare,’14 we expect such 
philosophy to be pure. Unfortun- 
ately such is not always the case. 
Our adversary is a cunning coun- 
terfeiter. 

With satanic subtilty this neu- 
rotie religionist garnished her 
writings with sentences from a 
Book whose teachings she sought 
to destroy. What could be more 
deceptive than to write in glow- 
ing terms about the Bible and yet 
seek to undermine its cardinal 
doctrines? 

But let us remember that the 
pages of Key to the Scriptures, so- 
called, do not actually expound the 
Bible but only the first four chap- 
ters of Genesis, the twenty-third 
Psalm and three chapters (10, 12 
and 21) of Revelation. The Chris- 
tian Scientists insinuate _ that 
these eight chapters constitute the 
principle part of the Scriptures 
whereas they are but a fragment

tenaciously to life until at the age 
of eighty-nine, a tired and tooth- 
less old woman, she died of pneu- 
monia despite her denial of sick- 
ness and death. 


Dakin reminds us that in the 
last days she called in doctors and 
used drugs even though she had 
denounced physicians and pills all 
her life. He tells us: 


“... by 1906 Mrs. Eddy was in 
a very serious condition. She 
was suffering from gallstones, in 
addition to the old hysterical ail- 
ments that had been with her 
since girlhood. In 1903 her pain 
had assumed such terrible pro- 
portions that doctors were 
called in, By 1906 she was being 
visited regularly once a week by 
a Boston specialist, who came 
up on the train, and then drove 
out to her house in a hack, havy- 
ing the driver each time pursue 
a widely circuitous route which

| It is significant that. nothing 1s 
;used from the Gospels and the 
Epistles; in fact, the larger part 
of the Old and New Testaments 
is completely ignored. 

Dr. Wilbur M. Smith, in his in- 
, teresting article entitled, ““The Bi- 
ble in Christian Science Litera- 
ture,” states: 

“ .... When she (Mrs. Eddy) 
comes to really interpret the 
Scriptures, what strange things 
we read, For example, Adam's 
name is said to mean ‘obstruc- 
tion’! How do we get that? 
Well, says Mary Baker Eddy, 
‘AdanY is made up of two words, 
‘a’ and ‘dam,’ and a dam is an 
obstruction, so that is what 
‘Adan’ means. Any student of 
the Hebrew Scriptures must 
laugh at something like this, 
but he must also be saddened in 
knowing that hundreds of thou- 
sands believe it. The firmament 
of Genesis 1:6 is said to be 
‘spiritual understanding.’ Thére 
is no need to go further in this 
kind of exegesis,”’15 


That many people have been 
physically aided by this healing 
cult cannot be denied. Any psy- 
chologist worthy of. the name 
knows that when the mind is dis- 
turbed the body can be seriously 
affected. And then, too, many -ll- 
nesses are imagined illnesses. But 
what does it profit a man if his 
mind be.-adjusted and his body 
be healed at the cost of his soul, 
for we will see where Mrs. Eddy 
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ahd her disciples have presented to 
‘the world “another gospel.” 


In Second Corinthians, the elev- 
enth chapter and the fourteenth 


‘verse, Paul says: “Satan himself is 


transformed into an angel of 
and as we examine this 
pseudo-religion known as Christian 


Science we realize only too well 


‘that: the devil has clothed himself 


with biblical phrases and beautiful 
with angelic ap- 
pearance, parades through the 
world seeking to woo the sin-sick 
masses. 


But we cannot close our study of 
this cult without considering 


JIL The Precepts of Christian 
Science 


All the way through Mrs. Ed- 
‘dy’s writings and the vast library 
of literature that has grown up 
‘around her book, Science and 
Health with Key to the Scriptures, 
there are innumerable statements 
which explicitly contradict the 
cardinal doctrines of the Word of 
God. 


“Mother Mary,” as she delighted 
in being called, repudiates the Bi- 
ble regarding the personality of 
God. 

_ In her book she asks, Is there 
more than one God or principle?” 
And she answers by _ § saying: 
“There is not. Principle and its 
idea is one, and this one is God.’’16 

And then again she says, “I 
know the principle of harmonious 
mind action to be God,.”17 

And again, “The principle of di- 
vine metaphysics is God.”’18 

Now, the dictionary tells us: 
“A principle is a law of nature as 
illustrated in the mechanical pow- 
ers; a law of mechanics, under 
which a’ given mechanism accom- 
plishes a certain result.” We would 
ask where in the Bible, which she 
‘claims: is: her only authority, she 
discovered any allusion to God as 
a mere principle? From the first 
word of the Old Testament to the 
last word ot the New, God is al- 
ways clothed in personality and 
never is the Creator referred to 
as an impersonal “it.” 

In Exodus 33:18-23, we read: 

“And he (Moses) said, I beseech 
thee, shew me thy glory. And he 
(God) said, I will make all my 
goodness pass before thee, and I 
awill proclaim the name of the 
Lord before thee; and will be gra- 
cious to whom I will be gracious, 
and will shew mercy on whom I 
awill shew mercy. And he. said, 
Thou canst not see my face: for 
there shall no man see me, and 
live. And the Lord said, Behold, 
there is a place by me, and thou 
Shalt stand upon a rock: And it 
Shall come to pass, while my glory 
passeth by, that I will put thee in 
a clift of the rock, and will cover 
thee with 
by: And I will take away 
hand, and thou shalt see my back 
parts: but

Isaiah 43:10-13 tells us: 


“Ve are my witnesses, saith the |

be after me. I, even I, am the 
Lord; and beside me there is no 
saviour. I have declared, and have 
saved, and I have shewed, when 
there was no strange god among 
you: therefore ye are my witness- 
es, saith the Lord, that I am God. 
Yea, before the day was I am he; 
and there is none that can deliver 
out of my hand: I will work, and 
who shall let it?” 

- And in Isaiah 44:6-8, we find 
these words: 

~ “Thus saith the Lora the King 
of Israel, and his redeemer the

I am the last; and beside me 
there is no God. And who, as I, 
shall call, and shall declare it, and 
set it in order for me, since I 
appointed the ancient people? and 
the things that are coming, and 
shall come, let them show unto 
them.

ye are even my witnesses. Is there 
a God beside me? yea, there is no 
God; I know not any.” 

These verses, and countless oth- 
ers indicate clearly that God is a 
personal, self-conscious, ever-ex- 
isting Being.

all, Mrs. Eddy quotes Genesis 2:7: 
“And the Lord God formed man of 
the dust of the ground, and 
breathed into his nostrils the 
breath of life; and man became a 
living soul.” Then she asks, Is this 
the truth or is it a lie concerning 
man and God? It must be a lie.’’19 

And in another of her writings 
she states: 


“The supposition that Soul, or 
Mind, is breathed into matter is 
a pantheistic doctrine.”’20 
“Man is not matter; he is 
made up of brains, blood, bones, 
and other material elements.”’21 
“Man originated not from 
dust,’’22 
“A material body is a mortal 
belief.”23 
Thus we find that Mrs. Eddy 
spurns the Genesis account of the 
creation of man out of dust. Now, 
why does she oppose the explicit 
teaching of God’s Word? On page 
476 of Science and Health we 
learn the reason for her denial of 
Scripture on this point: “God is 
the Principle of man, and man is 
the idea of God. Hence man is not 
mortal nor material.” And again 
she says: “Spirit, God, has created 
all in and of Himself. Spirit never 
created matter.”’24 
Naturally Mrs. Eddy cannot ac- 
cept the Genesis account of man’s 
creation from dust when her phil- 


| osophy denies the existence of all 


matter, dust included. 

Now, notice Genesis 1:26-27 if 
you will: 

“And God said, Let us make 
man im our image, after our like- 
ness... So God created man in 
his own image... .’ 

The word here for “create” is 
“para,’ which means “to bring 
into existence something that did 
not exist before.’ But in her fan- 
tastic handbook, Mrs. Eddy asks: 
“Can there be any birth or death 
for man, the spiritual image and 
likeness of God?”25 And elsewhere 
she reasons: “If life has any 
starting noint whatsoever, then the 
great ‘I Anv is a myth.’-6 

This deceived woman taught her 
followers that man is co-existent 
with God, that man is the spiritual 
image of God and consequently, 
like God, man had no beginning. 
And yet the Bible clearly states 
that God created man. Paul, the 
great apestle, corroborated the 
Genesis account of man's creation 
when, in the first epistle to the 
Corinthians, he said: “The first 
man (o protos anthropos—the first 
ever created) was made of 
dust out of the earth’ (Literal 
Translation). Personally, I prefer 
to aecept the plain teaching of 
God’s Holy Word concerning the 
creation of man.

Scriptures concerning the denial 
of the death of man by the Chris- 
tian Scientists: 

“Death will occur on the next 
plane of existence as on this un- 
til the spiritual understanding 
of life is reached.”27 

“Man is tmmortal, and the 
body cannot die, because matter 
has no life to surrender.’’25 
The ‘Science’ teaches its de- 

votees that the most ridiculous er- 
ror man can ever make is to think 
he is going to die; that death ex- 
ists only as a false belief. 

How blind can people be! Every 
crepe, every coffin, every crypt, 
every cemetery since the seeds of 
death were injected into the hu- 
man blood stream when Adam fell 


testifies to the error of this so- 
called Science. 
Hebrews 9:27 says: “It is ap- 


pointed unto men once (apax— 
once for all) to die, but after this 
the judgment.” And Luke 20:35-36 
tells us: “But they which shall be 
accounted worthy to obtain that 
world, and the resurrection from 
the dead, neither marry, nor are 
given in marriage: NEITHER 
CAN THEY DIE ANY MORE.” 
And Revelation 21:4, speaking of 
those who die in Christ, Says: 


“And God shall wipe away all 


tears from their eyes; and there 
shall be no more death.” 

Scripture clearly teaches that 
there is a day coming when the 
old enemy, Death, will be de- 
stroyed, but that date marking the 
fmal triumph over the Grim 
Reaper is still in the future on 
God’s calendar. 

The late Dr. I. M. Haldeman 
once employed Christian Science 
‘logic’ and arrived at this conclu- 
sion concerning the death and res- 
toration of Lazarus: 


“JESUS. KNEW THAT LAZ- 
ARUS WAS NOT DEAD! ‘Jesus 
restored Lazarus by the under- 
standing that Lazarus had never 
died,’ ‘Science and Health, 
page 75. 

“He knew that Lazarus had 
failen into error and had lost 
the conscience as well as the 
consciousness of the truth of 
life. When, therefore, in conces- 
sion to the popular belief about 
death He went to the imaginary 
sepulchre and cried with a loud 
voice, He did so that Lazarus 
might be aroused to his true 
condition and be brought to re- 
nounce the useless and unreal 
state of death. 


“The Christian Science text- 
book, ‘Science and _ Health,’ 
would thus teach that Jesus nev- 
er raised Lazarus from the dead. 
Lazarus simply heard the voice 
of Jesus, awoke from his false 
dream of death, exercised his 
own will power and came forth. 
His body, after the so-called res- 
urrection, was no more real than 
before, but to the multitude it 
seemed as though he had been 
raised from the dead and that 
he was going about, back and 
forth among them, in a living, 
palpitating, material form.’’29 
Dr. Haldeman goes on to say: 

“And Christian Science teach- 
es that when we can awaken 
people out of their false dream 
of death, we can reproduce even 
those who have thought they 
were dead,” and he refers to 
page 75 of Science and Health: 
“When you can waken yourself 
or others out of the belief that 
all must die, you can then exer- 
cise Jesus’ spiritual power to 
reproduce the presence of those 


who have thought they died,” 

What a benighted and bewilder- 
ing teaching is this! When we re- 
call the untimely decease of 
Mother Eddy and the fact that 
she has not returned from the 
grave to direct the affairs of her 
deceitful dynasty we cannot help 
but believe, in the light of the 
above quotation from her own 
book, that she must still be firmly 
convinced that she herself is dead.

“Every mortal must learn 
that there is neither power nor 
reality in evil.’’3° 

“The belief of sin, which has 
grown terrible in strength and 
influence, is an unconscious er- 
ror in the beginning,—an em- 
bryonic thought without motive; 
but afterwards it governs the 
so-called man,’’?1 

“He (man) is above sin or 
frailty,”’52 

“Man is incapable of sin,” 33 

“Man is spiritual and per- 
fect.”34 | 

“God, or good, never made 
man capable of sin... hence, evil 
is but an illusion, and it has no 
real basis. Evil is a false be- 
lief ,”’35 
Here we find that the “Science” 

sets itself diametrically against 
another clear teaching of God's 
Word. 

Dr. Haldeman once said this re- 
garding the Christian Scientist’s 
teaching with reference to sin: 

“No more terrible doctrine 
since the creation has ever been 
put into the minds of men. If sin 
does not really exist, the prac- 


tice of it no more makes it real 
than the belief of it. The person 
who yields to his or her passions, 
who commits all manner of evil 
and sin, as judged by the laws 
of the land, may arise from the 
debauchment and immediately 
wipe all guilf and demerit by 
saying: ‘I recognize that sin is 
only a false belief: it does not 
exist; there is no such thing as 
sin; I have not sinned at all.’ 

How the foundations of all mor- 

ality are removed by such a 

dreadful doctrine! No wonder 

the unrenewed heart is ready 
to accept such teaching.’’36 

The famous preacher is correct: 
the natural man has never re- 
joined in the Bible’s unveiling his 
wickedness but has, on the con- 
trary, rebelled against the reve- 
lation of his sinful condition. And 
yet the Bible is as clear on this 
point as on any of its teachings. 

Romans 5:12 says: “Wherefore, 
as by one man sin entered into the 
world, and death by sin; and so 
death passed upon all men, for 
that all have sinned.’ 

In Romans 3:23 we read: “For 
all have sinned, and come short of 
the glory of God.” 

Ecclesiastes 7:20 states: “For 
there is not a just man upon earth, 
that doeth good, and sinneth not.” 

First Kings 8:46 tells us: “... 
there is no man that sinneth not 


First Timothy 1:15 teaches: 
“This is a faithful saying, and 
worthy of all acceptation, thet 
Christ Jesus came into the world 
to save sinners 


And Jesus, in Luke 19:10, tells 
the reason of His mission to earth: 
“For the Son of man is come to 
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problem and lead them to Christ.
